EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Transportation For Newspapers 


A 


PPARENTLY there are many conflicting 


inteqiretations of the provisions of the 


Interstate Commerce Law as lately amended. 
The railroad officials, it would appear, are still 
struggling with it and no doubt there is every 
inclination on their part to meet its many require- 
ments, some of which they find it difficult to 
interpret, and strange as it may seem, lawyers 
well versed in matters pertaining- to State and 
interstate laws affecting railroads cannot agree 
in their interpretations of the act as amended. 
In no particular do their views differ more than 
in regard to the provision relating to passes and 
reduced rates of transportation for individual!). 
The law provides that after January i, 1907, no 
railroad may gi\c interstate transportation except 
to those specially named. 
Therefore all others 


not nanud are excluded from receiving any such 
favors. 
The intent of the law, no matter how 


ambiguous the wording which frames it may be, 
i.s that no person engaged in commercial life shall 
suffer by any discrimination on part of any 
interstate railroad in favor of those similarly 
engaged. Therefore to those engaged in occupa- 
tions specifically mentioned the railroads may, if 
they -\\ill, give free or reduced rales. 
It has 


been pointed out by those who have carefully 
scanned the favored list that while it does ex- 
cludes those in commercial life it includes a 
class having great influence in directing pas- 
senger ti^el, and such influence will no doubt 
\\ori< an injun to snme of the railroad companies 
whose free tiansportation will not possess the 
same value as of other roads. 
The law, how- 


ever, was framed for the benefit of the public 
and if the public gain thereby the railroads must 
rest content. 'We, however, do not want to see 
the railroads seriously handicapped because of 
a narrow interpretation of any of the provisions 
of the amended Interstate Commerce act. For 
it is ucll known that railroads in the past ex- 
changed transportation for other commodities 


having a value which if the railroads had to pay 
cash therefor might never be purchased. Rights 
of way permitting railroads to extend their roads 
through pmatc lands often times can only be 
secured by continuous as well as limited trans- 
portation, which is much more desirable to the 
railroad companies than tedious condemnation 
suits so often productive of lifelong disappoint- 
ment and antagonism'. Such exchange is a like 
benefit to the railroad, the land owner and the 
public, for ofter.times it is the inducement for 
railroads to extend their lines which fact prompts 
us to express the hope that such legitimate ex- 
change can be permitted. 
It has been announced 


also that one or more members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and many lawyers have 
stated that the practice of exchanging passes or 
free transportation for advertising space in the 
newspapers must now cease, and some railroads 
have issued instructions accordingly. 
The world 


over railroad transportation has a definite value, 
so also has advertising according to the space 
taken and the circulation of the paper. 
The 


value can be fixed anywhere and it would appear 
as ridiculous to suppose that commodities having 
a fixed valuation cannot be exchanged, and we 
fail to see wherein exists the difference in ex- 
changing a commercial commodity like advertis- 
ing for transportation having a like valuation, 
and exchanging same for an amount in coin 
sufficient to purchase the same transportation ex- 
changed for advertising space. 
Such exchangi 


is a mutual benefit. 
Without the transportation 


the publisher would not make as many trips and 
without the advertising thus secured 
railroad 


companies would assuredly curtail their expenses 
in that line and this would cut off the public, 
especially at interior points, from reliable 'in- 
formation as to routes of travel, rates of fare, 
accommodation to be expected, etc., which is now 
sought after by all would-be travelers and ob- 
tained by them without trouble or expense.

This 
seems like an outrageous invasion of their private 
rights, but in this age the right of an individual 
to take himself out of the world is not recog- 


The Doukhobors cause a great deal of trouble 


'o the authorities when their religious principles 
get to devouring them, but they are an interest- 
ing practical protest against the falseness arid 
yilificiality of life in this era.
